Council replies to budget concerns 


■ FOLLOWING the budget announcement by Somerset 
County Council, printed in the Weekender, reader Ian 
Wood, from Crewkerne, wrote to the council with this 
observation: 

“As I suspect do many members of the public, I some¬ 
times struggle between indifference, curiosity, exaspera¬ 
tion and downright outrage when faced with quoted 
statements from public figures concerning facts which af¬ 
fect all our lives as citizens. On this occasion it’s with ex¬ 
treme curiosity that I would appreciate a more detailed 
breakdown of figures quoted in a statement by Somerset 
County Council leader John Osman in the fifth paragraph 
on page 3 of my local paper; namely, the cost to the au¬ 
thority for the care of a child of between £3000 and 
£5000 per week. 

“As a former fortunate fulltime worker myself, I am 
well aware of hidden additional charges to basic employ¬ 
ment and service costs, but those quoted do seem a mite 
excessive to a layman such as I and, I imagine, most of 
my fellow-citizens are. Do we not deserve, and shouldn’t 
we expect a fuller explanation, and an appraisal of the 
items which amount to such an impressive sum?” 

A Somerset County Council spokesman replied: 


“Wherever possible families are supported to keep their 
children at home, as long as it is safe to do so, and ex¬ 
tended family and friends are approached before care is 
offered. 

“The costs of looking after a child who is taken in to 
care are high often because they will have experienced 
significant trauma requiring specialist care and treatment. 

“The weekly costs would include the costs of the care 
provision, either a foster placement or residential place¬ 
ment, transport costs to school and to see family, and in 
some cases education costs for those children who are un¬ 
able to attend mainstream school. 

“In addition there are legal requirements that children 
in care are visited regularly by a social worker, and that 
their cases are reviewed independently; these activities 
add to the costs. 

“Where a case is put before the court there will be ad¬ 
ditional costs due to the involvement of solicitors, inde¬ 
pendent social workers appointed by the court and the 
preparation of specialist reports by doctors and psychol¬ 
ogists.”

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District budget benefits to include 
council tax and car parking freeze 


FROZEN car parking charges and council tax 
are the highlights of South Somerset District 
Council’s 2013/2014 budget, which has just 
been agreed upon. 

Councillors voted in favour of supporting 
the draft budget for the upcoming financial 
year at a full council meeting last week. 

For the third consecutive year, householders 
will see no change in council tax charges 
from the district council, remaining at 
£150.74 for a typical Band D property. 

Car parking charges will also not be in¬ 
creased at any of the district council-owned 


car parks in South Somerset. 

The revenue budget for 2013/14 has been 
set at £17,955,100, and capital programme at 
£2,140,000. 

Councillor Tim Carroll, deputy leader and 
vice-chairman of the Executive, said: “South 
Somerset has frozen council tax for the third 
year running in recognition of the financial 
burden that many of our residents are cur¬ 
rently experiencing due to the economic cli¬ 
mate. 

“We also are maintaining our current level 
of frontline services although they are under 


continual review. 

“This is the third year of the financial 
squeeze and reduction in grant from central 
government. This grant reduction is not so se¬ 
vere as the two previous years and is partially 
offset by the award of New Homes Bonus 
which is due to our success in bringing for¬ 
ward new houses. 

“We are also mindful of the fragile state of 
our High Street economies and have also 
frozen car parking charges in the new finan¬ 
cial year to help our local economy and en¬ 
courage shoppers to our town centres.” 


County making progress with 
money-saving office scheme 


PROGRESS is being made by Somerset 
County Council in plans to save milli ons 
of pounds by reducing its number of of¬ 
fices, as part of its “Smart Office” pro¬ 
gramme. 

So far, the layout of three wings of B 
Block at County Hall, Taunton, have 
been changed to make more efficient use 
of the office space. This month saw sen¬ 
ior managers and Cabinet members move 
out of individual offices, into an open 
plan hot-desking arrangement along with 
other staff. 

Elsewhere, staff are sharing offices with 
West Somerset Council in Williton, en¬ 
abling them to work more efficiently 
with the district in delivering services 
and generating a financial saving for the 
county council of around £11,000 per 
year. 

Most of the costs incurred so far have 
been on up-front investment in technol¬ 
ogy, with £113,749 spent on office furni¬ 
ture across a range of offices. 


Cabinet Member for Resources, David 
Huxtable, said: “We are working to re¬ 
duce our number of administrative of¬ 
fices from 33 down to five, which is 
expected to deliver revenue savings of 
approximately £900,000 per year from 
2015/16 onwards. 

“This is all about cutting back office 
costs so that we can focus budgets on the 
services that matter. To reduce spend on 
offices, we need to invest in furniture and 
technology solutions that allow our staff 
to work more flexibly and efficiently. 
This will enable them to deliver even bet¬ 
ter value to our local residents and work 
more closely with our partners.” 

The full programme requires a total in¬ 
vestment of £12.5million over a period 
of five years. £9.5million of this will be 
funded through money raised from sell¬ 
ing off council property. 

The remainder will come from existing 
budgets, including ongoing budget to 
keep IT up-to-date.

Tragedy strikes Buckler's yard again 


T RAGEDY has struck Crewkerne- 
based trainer Bob Buckler's yard for 
the second time this season writes 
Stuart Broom. 

Malin Head had to be put down after 
stumbling and breaking his pelvis when 
poised to win the 32Red.com Handicap 
Chase at Chepstow on Saturday. 

The eight-year-old who had been 
backed down to 2/1 favourite following 
his return to form looked as if he would 
win, or indeed be involved in, the finish 
having provided a faultless show of jump¬ 
ing as they approached the second last. 

However it would appear his back legs 
did the splits as he landed and he stum¬ 
bled unseating Andrew Glassonbury. 

Buckler was too upset to talk much 
about the incident that was witnessed by 
a number of the Strictly Come Racing syn¬ 
dicate who owned him. 

There was also sadness tinged with re¬ 
lief and pride in the yard, at the retirement 
of The Sawyer, one of the best horses that 
Buckler has trained. 

Winner of £216,000 of prize money over 
his 60-race career, the 13-year-old had to 
concede to old age after trailing in well 
down the field in the Jerry Moynihan Me¬ 


morial Handicap Chase at Towcester on 
Sunday. 

Leading early on he dropped back as the 
pace increased, and despite another im¬ 
peccable bout of jumping Glassonbury 
told Buckler after that: "Like you Bob, age 
is catching up with him". 

A winner on his debut almost nine years 
ago in a bumper on the same Northamp¬ 
tonshire course, he won seven races; the 
last the Betfair Trophy Handicap Chase at 
Cheltenham two years ago.

He was known for his impeccable jump¬ 
ing that was borne out by the fact he only 
fell once in his career in the John Smith's 
Topham Chase atAintree in 2009. 

It is not sure what he will do in retire¬ 
ment, he could go hunting or perhaps 
novice point-to-point. 

Buckler said: "He has been a great ser¬ 
vant and a pleasure to train. He would be 
brilliant at teaching young people to ride, 
maybe a novice point-to-point rider; he 
has such a lovely temperament. We are 
love him to bits and he will be sadly 
missed." 

Somerset Lias was the only other run¬ 
ner last week, and although he finished 


way down the field in his second bumper 
at Sandown on Friday after such a bril¬ 
liant debut in finishing second, Buckler 
was not too dismayed. 

"We have a few horses under the 
weather in the yard at the moment, and 
he didn't eat up in the morning and ran 
very flat. 

"However it was a very hot bumper he 
was running in. Having finished second 
and beating some very good horses in his 
debut, you wouldn't expect him to go off 
at 40/1, and the fact he did showed what 
high class horses there were in the race. In 
fact he ran better than his price sug¬ 
gested." 

Unfortunately Cosavita was unable to 
make her debut for the Henley stable on 
Sunday due to a bruised foot. 

The eight-year-old mare had success in 
France early in her career winning a black 
type hurdle race but didn't fare too well 
under the stewardship of trainer Dai Rees. 

Since then she has foaled and now two 
years later, Buckler is looking to see if she 
has her original talent. 

"We are looking to see if she can repeat 
her early success. If not she will be re¬ 
turned to stud."
